hrough his novels, short stories and his fabulously 

successful play Tobacco Road, it has been the 
aim of Erskine Caldwell, son of a Georgia Methodist 
minister, to depict the most squalid and barbarous 
jungles of the South. In Northerners his chronicles 
provoke varying degrees of incredulity, amusement, 
revulsion; in Southerners varying degrees of resent- 
ment against the author. 

Several months ago, Mr. Caldwell sought for his 
case histories a medium more vivid than language. 
Teaming up with Photographer Margaret Bourke- 
White he journeyed through the South’s worn-out 
agricultural empire, visited sharecroppers and tenant 
farmers, blacks and whites. ‘The result, a 85 picture 
book, You Hare Seen Their Faces, was published by 
the Viking Press, Nov. 8. 

Critics at once remarked two motifs in the vol- 
ume: the ugly economic tragedy of the sharecrop- 
pers, already tiresomely familiar to the U. S. public; 
and the strange sardonic humor that rings through 
all of Mr. Caldwell’s work. Herewith LIFE re- 
produces a few of the pictures that set forth most 
poignantly the sharecroppers’ peculiar fatalism and 
the bitter laughter that even hunger cannot silence 
on their lips. Quoted captions are by Mr. Caldwell.

Britain and France have not been idle against Italy. In Sep- 
tember they joined in the Nyon “pirate-control” plan in the 
Mediterranean, directed against disguised Italian submarines. 
This meant that both French and British fleets got practice using 
one another's Mediterranean bases. And a place notably passed 
over in the world’s headlines is the little port of Mahon in Mi- 
norca, in the upper right hand corner of the drawing. Minorca has 
been dominated by the British off and on since 1708. They 
have made Mahon the “best fortified naval base in the western 
Mediterranean.” Its antiaircraft guns, made by British Vickers 
and manned by men who speak not Mallorquin, but English, 
blazed into action at five marauding Rebel planes, are said to 
have brought four of them down into the sea. Mahon is also de- 
fended by big Vickers naval guns and has a nice naval harbor.

Getulio Vargas abolished parliamentary government 
in Brazil and promulgated a new constitution that 
had some fascist “corporative state” features, ‘The 
American as well as the German and Italian press 
straightway identified these events as the “landing 
of fascism on the American continent 

Actually only thé idiom of President Vargas’ new 
constitution was new. All the rest was the same 
old Latin American continuismo—the desire of a 
President to “continue” as President indefinitely. 
Brazil has a remarkable record of revolution, civil 
wars, dictatorships, coups d’éat. Getulio Vargas 
got to be President by a revolution in 1930, was ap- 
proaching new elections in January for President.

In recent years there has been a tendency in the American theatre to 
cast plays according to true life types. Because so many producers have 
adopted this method of casting, many actors have been limited and con- 
fined in their work.
